The Rarest Edison Gem 

(A Machine That Should Not Exist) 

...and a Few Observations Concerning Those 

Little Metal Monsters

I admit to never having been a fan of Mr. Edison’s 
little Gem phonographs, but at the same time I admit 
that, like any other collector, I did pass through an 
early obsessive-compulsive period of completing a 
collection of them. It wasn’t hard to complete the 
Gem roll call back in the late 1950’s when one 
prowled area antique shops on weekends with ten or 
fifteen dollars burning a hole in one’s pocket. But as 
I acquired more machines and began to make intelli- 
gent comparisons, I rapidly came to feel that while 
the Gems were cute, the low-end Columbia Q’s and 
B’s with their stronger springs, more dependable 
motors and superior early reproducers were a much 
better bargain to their original buyers than any Gem. 
While I eventually acquired all the basic Gem 
models, I only ever had one two minute Gem that 
managed to make it through a complete cylinder at 
appropriate speed without additional winding, and 
that was after a mandatory ‘spring cleaning’ and 
lubricating. Even the coveted red Model D (which 
came to me in August, 1961 at the then-outrageous 
price of $25.00) just managed to make it through one 
Blue Amberol record before gliding to a stop. I never 
did own any black Gem model with the combination 
gearing installed, and I can’t help believe this update 
when applied to Gems must have been a discouraging 
experience for owners who applied it and dealers who 
installed it. Eventually I made a special wall shelf for 
my Gems where they could languish quietly in the 
background, out of the way of the “big boys” who 
had REAL springs. 

When Mr. George Frow’s book, The Edison 
Cylinder Phonograph Companion, came out, it was 
(and remains) truly a great aid to collectors. To really 
appreciate this book, you have to understand that NO 
phonograph model reference work existed in 1954 
when I began collecting; the only guides collectors 
had in those days to models and their variations were 



original Edison phonograph catalogues, and I do 
mean original. . .Allen Koenigsberg’s informative 
reproductions were still a decade away. When I re- 
ceived my ‘Frow’, I scanned it intensely: all the 
knowledge of Edisonia I had gradually accumulated 
by examining machines and talking with other (few 
and far between) collectors over a twenty- year period 
was contained in that book and more as well ! How 
wonderful for today’s beginning collector! The only 
Edison-related item I did not find listed and described 
are the rare, remote on-off devices that could be fitted 
to model B Homes (and I suppose Triumphs, al- 
though I never saw one) by drilling a hole through the 
wooden cabinet, attaching a vertical rod to the swing 
arm locking lever, connecting this rod at its lower end 
inside the cabinet to a longer, horizontal rod that 
attached at its other end to the on-off lever, the net 
effect being that when the locking latch is closed, the 
rod linkage activates the motor by moving the starting 
lever from inside the cabinet. But as this was not an 
Edison-manufactured device, it made sense for Mr. 
Frow not to include it. 

But returning to the Gems, Mr. Frow made it quite 
clear at the bottom of page 148 (in the 1997 revised 
edition) that no Gem was ever produced having either 
the O or diamond B reproducer and the flat-top repro- 
ducer carrier arm: due to their combined weight 
increase and lightness of even the later Gem springs, 
neither of these reproducers could have been success- 
fully powered across a Blue Amberol cylinder with- 
out ‘spring fatigue’ ruining the performance. This 
statement was logical and I did not doubt it at the 
time I read it. 

However, seeing is believing, and as the photos 
accompanying this article prove, at least one red Gem 
Model D with flat-top carriage capable of housing 
either a model O or B reproducer does indeed exist. 
The model displayed in these photographs arrived at

At the right is a close-up of the 2/ 4-minute 
Model O reproducer which came with this 
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its present owner’s with a Model O reproducer 
(probably a few ounces lighter than the diamond B), 
but obviously either of these large diameter reprodu- 
cers could be fitted on this carriage. 

Can this well-preserved Model D Gem make it 
through a complete wax or celluloid Amberol cylin- 
der at one winding? To tell you the truth, we didn’t 
try. Neither I nor this Gem’s present owner, good 
friend George D. Anderson, the “Old Phony” of 
Herkimer, New York, believe in winding such a little 
motor on such a rare machine tight enough to try for 
an endurance test! Obviously someone at the Edison 
works circa 1910 thought it could. . .or at least they 
wished it might! 

There is also the possibility that this red Gem left 
the factory with the lighter, smaller diameter model K 
or S combination reproducers on board, but even if 



this were so, this is the only Gem that George Ander- 
son or I have ever seen with the large diameter, flat- 
top carrier arm, and there would be no reason to place 
the large carrier arm on the machine if the smaller 
diameter reproducers were to be employed on it. 

Nothing is taken away from the importance and 
quality of Mr. Frow’s book by the lack of inclusion of 
this rarest of all Gems. Perhaps it will find its way 
into a future revised edition and research will provide 
us with more information about it. 

Meanwhile, it simply is. 

(We were saddened to learn that George Frow passed 
away since this article was written. It is hoped that 
someone will eventually take over Frow’s work as 
updated information such as this comes to light. -Ed.)

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Mary Ellis —

opera singer, 
star of musicals

Mary Ellis, the young opera 
singer for whom Rudolf Friml 
wrote “Rose-Marie” in 1924 and 
who later became the queen of 
musicals in London, died there on 
Thursday at her home on Eaton 
Square. She was 105, including 
the three years that Hollywood 
publicists subtracted in the 1930s. 

Her title role in the operetta 
“Rose-Marie,” her first venture 
into musical theater, was one of 
the biggest Broadway hits of the 
1920s, running for 558 perfor- 
mances. Arthur Hammerstein, the 
producer, ordered it written espe- 
cially for her, and long before 
Jeanette MacDonald's hit version 
of “Indian Love Call” from the 
1936 film adaptation, critics uni- 
versally hailed Ms. Ellis' highly 
trained singing. 

Her dramatic career lasted un- 
til she was 97, although she ap- 
peared exclusively in England af- 
ter the 1930s, partly because of a 
breach with Hammerstein that 
kept her permanently off the 
American musical stage. 

Her London stage consort, the 
composer and actor Ivor Novello, 
a leading rival of Noel Coward, 
called her his inspiration and 
built several hits around her. She 
also had a major London success 
with Jerome Kern's “Music in the 
Air.” / 

Ms. Ellis' glamorous circle in- 
cluded Fred and Adele Astaire, 
Harpo Marx and Gec.ge Gersh- 
win, with whom she fell fruitlessly 
in love. 

In her Hollywood career, Fritz 
Lang and Marlene Dietrich were 
her great friends. Her personal 
life was chronicled, husband by 
husband, in the press. “We were . 
all mad and in love with life and 
work, and each other,” she wrote 
in her autobiography, “Those 
Dancing Years” (John Murray, 
1982). 

Ms. Ellis was born May Belle 
Elsas on June 15, 1897, at 131 
West 95th Street in New York 
City. Her name, considered too 



German sounding, was changed 
when she joined the Metropolitan 
Opera.

Her father, who had arrived 
from Germany with only a few 

coins in his pocket, eventually be- 
came president of Consolidated 
Paper Mills. Her mother showed 
promise as a concert pianist be- 
fore her marriage. 

Ms. Ellis' parents wanted her to 
be a painter, but after hearing 
Geraldine Farrar sing, she once 
said, “there was nothing in my 
mind but opera.” 

At 18, she signed a four-year, 
contract with the Met. She had 
important roles, including Mityl 
in the premiere of Albert Wolffs 
“Blue Bird.” She sang a minor 
part with Enrico Caruso in one of 
his last performances, in Donizet- 
ti's “Elisir d'Amore,” in Brooklyn 
in 1920. • 

Against all advice, she left the 
Met to act in Shakespearean pro- 
ductions on Broadway for the ac- 
tor and producer David Belasco. 

That work led to “Rose-Marie,” 
originally about a sweet French- 
Canadian girl and her love for a 
fur trapper wrongly accused of 
murder. (The Canadian Mountie, . 
a minor role in the stage version, 
became the love interest in the 
movie, in which he was personi- 
fied by Nelson Eddy.) 

Ms. Ellis left the show after a 
year to appear in “The Dybbuk,” 
a dramatic production at the 
Neighborhood Playhouse on the 
Lower East Side, where she happi- 
ly traded a weekly paycheck of 
.$500 for one of $10. 

Arthur Hammerstein was furi- 
ous and forced her to sign an 
agreement preventing her from 
singing for any management but 
his. She never sang onstage in the 
United States again. 

Ms. Ellis had already been di- 
vorced twice when she began ap- 
pearing with Basil Sydney, an En- 
glish matinee idol, in productions 
that included a long-running 
modern-dress version of “The 
Taming of the Shrew. They mar- 
ried on a whim in 1929. 

There were professional ten- 
sions between the two, some 
caused by the offers she received 
to act in plays and films for which 
her husband was turned down.

They ; appeared together in. 
many plays in London until their 
marriage collapsed in a highly 
public divorce. But she was always 



busy with her own career, includ- 
ing a deal to make three pictures 
for Paramount. 

Though her movies, including 
“All the King's Horses” (1934), 
were considered mediocre at best, 
her own acting and singing voice 
drew praise. Graham Greene la- 
mented “the waste of her sensu- 
ous appeal, her Bacchanalian 
gleam” in that film. 

She also appeared successfully 
1 in dramas, like the London pro- 
duction of “Strange Interlude” in 
1931. 

But her greatest fame was in 
musicals, arid by the late 1930s, 
she was one of the most popular 
stars of the West End, appearing 
in shows created by Novello and 
in costumes by Cecil Beaton. 
Some of the shows Novello wrote 



spent three years working as an 
ambulance driver and a practical 
nurse. She went on to win excel- 
lent reviews for a string of postwar 
roles, including a leading part in 
Terence Rattigan's hit drama 
“The Browning Version.” 

She retired from the stage in 
1970 but continued to act on tele- 
vision and in radio plays. Her last 
role, in 1994, was in the Sherlock 
Holmes television series starring 
Jeremy Brett. 

Ms. Ellis leaves no immediate

survivors. Her last husband was 
Jock Muir , Stewart Robinson, f 
whom she married in 1938 after a 
hectic courtship. 

He was an enthusiastic pilot, 
skier and climber, and although

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A Glimpse at Columbia “Personal” Recordings

Part I 

The author does not intend to make this a 
comprehensive study of every facet of personal re- 
cording activity by Columbia over the years; rather, 
it is a glance at the wide recorded variety and 
diversity which this pioneering company waxed apart 
from their massive catalogue of commercial releases. 
This type of record has long fascinated me — not for 
their relative scarcity or occasional monetary signifi- 
cance, but because they offer a glimpse of non- 
commercial performances which most phonograph 
owners of the day never even knew existed. 

First, a definition is in order. "Personal" records 
were recordings which were specially made for 
specific clients (individuals, schools, businesses, such 
as music publishers, etc.). They were usually pressed 
in small quantities, and they were almost never avail- 
able to the general public through the companies' 
catalogues. The book publishing business refers to 
their comparable product as "vanity" press. What 
began as a minor adjunct to the early recording indus- 
try has now (year 2003) mushroomed into a huge 
business in custom recording and production services. 

By the 1920s most major and many minor record 
companies were offering personal recordings. 

Gennett was especially successful at this endeavor in 
the Midwest, and perhaps a look at their activities 
would be warranted in a future article. 

One significant advantage to offering a personal 
recording service was this: a guaranteed profit! All 
record companies took chances on new artists and 
repertoire. Some were winners, some were losers. 
But in the case of personal recordings, once the cost 
of producing the product was established, customers 
who were willing to pay the expenses would ensure 
the company a profit. It became the responsibility of 
the customer, with the finished records in hand, to 
take all the risks of distribution and to turning a 
profit, if possible. 



Curiously, Victor did not excel in the production 
of personal records during the pre-Depression years. 
Yes, they offered the service, but judging by the 
examples which turn up nowadays, they did not make 
this service a high priority. 

Columbia, on the other hand, was a real go-getter 
right from the outset. They tried everything (and 
almost anything!) to gain a niche in the market. Even 
before 1910 they were willing to produce records for 
any concern that wanted them (Standard, Harmony, 
Aretino, Sears Roebuck, &c.) They were the first to 
lower disc and cylinder prices, they were the first to 
mass market double-sided discs, and they tried many 
innovative ideas, such as the Marconi unbreakable 
disc record and the 6" "BC" cylinder. 

Perhaps it was because they were ceaselessly 
trying to get a jump on their competitors (namely 
Victor and Edison) that Columbia began to develop 
the "personal" recording concept early on in the last 
century. This article will not attempt to be compre- 
hensive, but, rather, will take a general look at some 
of the many interesting "personal" products which 
Columbia produced. 

While not exactly the idea into which it would 
eventually evolve, Columbia evidently sent leading 
their recording artists to various company-operated 
stores in larger cities to make personal cylinder 
records for their customers. While I have been able 
to document just one artist (Cal Stewart), surely other 
performers were engaged in this activity as well. 

The late John Petty owned one of Stewart's 
personal "Uncle Josh" wax cylinders, which bore the 
announcement: "Uncle Josh Weathersby and the 
Phonograph, by Mr. Cal Stewart, made especially for 
Mr. Art R. Festus" The city of origin was not noted, 
but it included a brief "fish story," which apparently 
did not appear on any commercial recording. Un- 
fortunately, the record did not survive after his death. 

Visitors to the Columbia exhibit at the 1904 
World's Fair in St. Louis were invited to record 



messages on miniature "napkin ring" cylinders. True, 
these were little more than home-style recordings, but 
they were made with the assistance of experts of the 
Columbia Phonograph Company, as opposed to 
amateurs on home equipment. 

What may have started out as a personal disc was 
"The Red Cross March," composed by Walter P. 
Phillips, and played by the Columbia Band (#1255, 
1903). Copies have been seen with a special label of 
blue lettering on a white background, complemented 
with a red cross — certainly a striking contrast the the 
standard black and silver label of the era. It may be 
that these copies were made for Phillips for distribu- 
tion through the American Red Cross, although the 
title remained in the Columbia catalogue as a regular 
issue through the Double-Disc era, when it became 
A63, bearing the standard large note Columbia label. 

Phillips had another composition of his recorded in 
1905 — "The Birds," by Minnie Emmett. In addition 
to a regular Columbia issue (#3214), this one was also 
pressed with a "Red Cross" label, but I have not seen 
an example of this particular issue. 

Columbia used an obscure 8000 block of numbers, 
starting circa late 1906/early 1907, for ethnic record- 
ings (Bohemian, French Canadian, Italian), but some- 
where along the way (after #8067?) it switched to use 
for trial recordings and at least one personal record: 
#8070, "Hello Bill" by J. W. Myers. The chorus, 
sung to the tune of "Arrah Wanna" begins: 



"Hello Willie, here in Philly, 

We will treat you right, all day long and night, 
We will keep things hopping for you..." 
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Sung by J. W. Myers 

With Orchestra Accompaniment 
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For some time I had thought this was a special 
recording for the 1908 Republican National Conven- 



tion, the "Willie" being William Howard Taft. But I 
recently discovered that that convention was held in 
Chicago ! After listening to the record again, I picked 
up a reference to the B.P.O.E., and bingo. It now 
seems that this record was made for distribution at the 
Elks’ Grand Lodge Convention of 1907. 

While Columbia produced a huge number of disc 
pressings for clients, as mentioned earlier, these were 
nothing more than standard Columbia recordings— 
frequently with odd-sized spindle holes. In fact, I 
have some of these products with paste-over labels 
(Standard, Manhattan, etc.) which retain the original 
"Columbia Record" spoken announcement! 

There was, however, at least one exception. 

Among Columbia's clients was the O'Neill-James Co, 
distributor of the Busy Bee disc and cylinder phono- 
graphs and records. While these cylinders had the 
normal outer diameter, their center bore was greater 
than the average cylinder, thereby rendering them un- 
playable on standard Edison and Columbia cylinder 
players. 
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Cylinder records retained spoken announcements 
some years after most discs had abandoned them... so 
how could Columbia adapt their cylinder masters, 
which bore the "Columbia Record" announcement, to 
Busy Bee? Quite simply, they couldn't. I am told 
that early Busy Bee cylinder issues are announced as 
such. Consequently, they were specifically recorded 
by Columbia for Busy Bee only, and would therefore 
qualify as "personal" recordings — even though 
virtually all issues duplicated standard Columbia 
repertoire and artists. 

Columbia manufactured a special adaptation of 
their "Q" model cylinder Graphophone for the 
International Language-Phone foreign language 
courses, and obliged them by providing custom- 
recorded wax cylinders as well.

In 1 909 Columbia recorded a dozen songs pub- 
lished by Jerome H. Remick & Co., music publishers. 
These were issued on a series of six Remick Perfec- 
tion records, numbered J2 through J7 (if there was a 
J 1 , it has never been documented.) And although 
most sides were also issued as regular Columbias in 
the "A" series, four titles were not and remain unique 
to the Remick Perfection label: "The Hat My Father 
Wore on St. Patrick's Day," "Her Name is Mary 
Donahue" (both sung by Bob Roberts), "Falling Star" 
(by Frank C. Stanley), and "Moving Day in Jungle 
Town" (by the Columbia Quartette). These were all 
recorded in the standard 4000 matrix series then in 
use for regular domestic 10" recordings. 

There were surely additional pre- 1910 discs and 
cylinders which would qualify as "personals." The 




This particular Remick Perfection Record was also issued as 
a Columbia, but its label reproduces better than the one I 
have which was not. 
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1908 disc and cylinder campaign speeches might 
qualify, although Columbia distributed them. Cer- 
tainly the series of wax cylinders purported to be by 
Eugene V. Debs (but not actually recorded by him), 
as well as other esoteric recordings, could be consid- 
ered as custom or personal records. 

After 1910 much more personal disc recording 
activity was evident (by 1 9 1 0 Columbia had aban- 
doned their own cylinder recording operations). Be- 
cause they used a myriad of matrix number blocks not 
associated with commercial recording, it is difficult 
for me to date some of these post-1910 issues. How- 
ever I will take a stab at a few examples as probably 
being from the 1910-1915 period. 

Our friend Walter Phillips was now selling the 
Red Cross Record through his Phillips Telegraph and 
Electric Novelty Company of Bridgeport, Conn. (The 
1905 record may have been as well.) Labels were 
printed in red, blue, and gold on a white background, 
we are informed that he was one of the founders of 
the American National Red Cross, and that he had 
been granted use of the logo for "music and its repro- 
duction" on August 13, 1900. A quick Internet check 
indicates that he pioneered the abbreviation of tele- 
graphic words as early as 1879, thereby reducing 
transmission time by 1/3. This is evidently still 
known as "The Phillips Code" among telegraph fans. 
The Internet, however, offers no clues as to who his 
singer, Susan Hawley Davis, was. The 12" record 
shown bears the matrix number 16480.

Some issues bore blank labels of gold and navy 
blue print on mauve stock, as shown in the next 
illustration. Presumably these were pressed in 
smaller quantities which did not justify pre-printed 
labels, leaving it up to the customer to fill in the 
blanks. Other patrons paid for printed stock labels, 
while the truly profligate could have custom-designed 
labels. 

Artists had the option of performing unaccom- 
panied or with their own accompanist. For an extra 
cost, staff musicians could be hired. And for the 
deluxe professional treatment, the Columbia Orches- 
tra could be engaged, as well as staff performers, such

One astonishing disc, which must have been in the 
"personal" line, has been in my collection since I was 
about ten years old. The "Greetings to Kaiser 
Wilhelm II" were sung and spoken in German by 
members of the New York Mozart Society on a 12" 
single-sided disc (mx. 59408), which surely pre-dated 
the U.S. entry into the First World War! Its ornate

The late Teens saw a new stock design for the 
Personal Record label, with information printed in 
gold on black. The basic information "Columbia 
Graphophone Co. / Personal Record Specially Made 
for..." along with a unique art nouveau design re- 
mained constant for most issues, whether single or 
double-faced. 



Miss Hazel Treat, of Providence, Rhode Island, 
must have been told she had a lovely singing voice, 
so she was prompted to record "I Hear a Thrush at 
Eve." In this case, the woman could indeed sing quite 
well, and her high notes are clear and true. Her disc 
(#33011) bears a seldom-seen gold print on powder 
blue stock label design. 



label is printed in black, red, and gold on cream stock, 
and there is a printed text of the message, completely 
in German, pressed into the back side. I believe a 
notation indicates that part of the proceeds of the 
record's sale went to war orphans of the German and 
Austro-Hungarian conflict. 

Foreign language lessons, recorded for various 
concerns, continued to be lucrative for Columbia's 
Personal Record Dept. "Language Phone Method" 
discs recorded in the 34000 block in the mid-Teens 
first appeared under the International College of 
Languages logo. By 1920 the gold on black label was 
modified for distribution by the Funk & Wagnalls 
Company (figs. I & II). This same series of 
acoustically recorded masters survived in production 
well into the 1 920s, now with a gold on maroon "New 
Process" label! (fig. Ill) 










In 1917 George Potter recorded two songs related 
to the struggle for Irish independence. Oddly, they 
were recorded in the regular 77000 matrix series, so 
may have been intended for a blue label "A" series. 
Instead, they wound up on the Personal label and 
were sold by "E. Byrne de Witt." (I believe this was 
actually "O'Byme & de Witt," but possibly 

mislabeled by Columbia.) 

An enthusiastic user of Columbia's services must 

have been J. A. Hultman, of J. A. Hultman & Son 
Co., Worcester, Mass. Mr. Hultman recorded several 
of his own songs in Swedish, and he enjoyed brisk 
sales from the Teens through the mid-Twenties. Sev- 
eral of the same sides appear under different label 
designs, so we know he kept the Bridgeport factory 
busy with repeat orders. Hultman might be amused to 
discover that his Columbia Personals continue to turn 
up from time to time (even on eBay), while his com- 
mercial efforts for Victor in the 1 920s are relatively 




1918 brought a new 9 1 000 matrix series for 
personal recordings, inaugurated by the Olds Motor 
Works with the perennial "In My Merry Oldsmobile," 
as sung by Henry Burr with Peerless Quartette in the 
refrain. Regrettably, I am unable to find my copy to 
accompany this article. 

This new series remained the standard for 10" 
personal recordings until 1924, while the 12" 91500 
counterpart ran into the 1930s. 

Before his band became commercial Columbia 
artists, Paul Specht's Serenaders made some sides for 
the Personal Dept. The side shown (mx. #91 115) was 
produced in 1 920 — two years before the Serenaders 
recorded for Columbia commercially. 




The election of 1920 proved to be a goldmine for 
Columbia's cashbox, as several speeches by prom- 
inent Americans were recorded by them for The 
Nation's Forum of New York City. These records 
were played at party rallies, but were also available 
for home use, in the days before radio began its mass 
invasion. The 1920 series, however, was recorded in 
the regular 12" matrix series. 
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In the spring of 1922, during an Easter break from 
his studies at the University of Maine, young Hubert 
P. Vallee went to New York City and made a person- 
al recording of Deppen's "Japanese Sunset" as a saxo- 
phone solo. Hubert was so enamored of saxophonist 
Rudy Wiedoeft, and evidently studied and copied his 
various recordings, that his classmates nicknamed 
him "Rudy" — and all for his professional career he 
was forever known as Rudy Vallee.

Personal records were very popular with college 
organizations, including the Virginia Military Insti- 




tute. Instead of using the college band or glee club, 
their personal record employed the Columbians and 
the Shannon Four. The black and gold label has a 
newly designed but short-lived format, somewhat 
reminiscent of the familiar blue and gold label Col- 
umbia was using on their regular issues. I believe this 
label style was used only in 1923 -but perhaps a few 
months either side of it.

Remick was not the only music publisher to use 
specially-made records to promote its melodies. The 
Standard Publishing Company paid to have Harry K. 
Shields record their songs "Crossing the Bar" and 
"His Eye is on the Sparrow," and I have also seen 
discs made for the Mackellis publishing company. 
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The Standard Publishing record bears a new style 
of label, which probably coincides pretty closely with 
the new "flag" label which Columbia introduced in 
January, 1924 — although this label does appear on 
re-orders of earlier recordings, such as the J. A. Hult-
